ADELAIDE CITY 


Adelaide City was formerly known as 
Juventus prior to the formation of the 
P.S.L. Since 1953 to 1974, this club won 
the premiership 12 times. Not bad. On 
the Club emblem there are ,three figures. 
The central figure is that of a bull the 
symbol of Turin, the City of the original 
Juventus. But to show the true spirit of 
Australian intergration, the Club Directors 
incorporated the kangaroo as well as the 
emu on either side. The origin of Adelaide 
City dates back as far as 1940 when 
the Savoy Club was formed. But with 
World War Il, this Club was disbanded. 
In 1946 their new Club was formed and 
named Juventus as are many many other 
Italian Clubs scattered throughout the 
world. Six times Juventus has won the 
glorious ‘‘double’’ (premiership and 
championship). 

In 1977, the 1st year of the P.S.L. 
Competition, Adelaide City’s record 
against Sydney Olympic was: 

Round 1: 

Adelaide City won 3-0 in Adelaide. 

Round 2: 

Sydney Olympic won 3-1 in Sydney. 
Last year the scorelines were: 

Round 1: 

0-1 Sydney Olympic in Adelaide. 

Round 2: 

2-1 Sydney Olympic in Sydney. 

This year in Adelaide, Adelaide City 
just scraped through with a 1 nil win. 
It was in this game that our midfielder 
Alec Jamieson broke his leg. So out of 
the total 5 games we have played the 
Italian Club, Sydney Olympic has won 
3 and lost 2. Today we get the opportu- 


nity to see some fine players that are 
with the Adelaide City team. For example, 
their sweeper, Johnny Perin, was a World 
Cup player for Australia on many occas- 
sions but in those days played in the 
midfield. He is a fine reader of the game 
and has excellent distribution. He would 
still today rank as one of Australia’s top 
10 players. This year, their new manager, 
Rale Rasic, didn’t hesitate to capture from 
Croatia their tough Scottish full-back, 
Bobby Russell. He is a very strong de- 
fender, gives 100% in every game and 
must always be regarded as a most 
“serious’’ customer, Bobby would also 
have to be one of Australia’s. “steai 
headers of the ball, Again: fr 
land, Adcity has a great player in Dixie 
Deans. How does one hold a player like 
him. When he is firing on all cylinders, 
there is no stopping him. He has the 
ability to tear any “‘back-four’’ to pieces. 
Deans as well is most dangerous in the 
air. Earlier this year against Sydney City, 
the Sydney team had the game wrapped 
up at half-time, but Deans resented the 
apparent final score and in the second 
half came out and exploded a hat-trick 
against one of Australia’s best ‘‘back- 
four’ line you could name. Tragedy has 
hit the Club with serious injuries to 
another star player, Gary Marocchi, He 
has had operations on his knee as well 
as on his ankle, Last year he was the new 
Australian Captain for Rudi Gutendorf.

This match started of sensation- 
ally with K.B. scoring in the first 
25 seconds.

play). These errors are basic fund- 
amentals. If a 1st Division player is 
NOT equipped.to handle these two 
situations, he is then NOT a 1st 
Division player but an imposter. On 


hundreds of occassions, the player 
making the pass, is left looking ri- 
diculous because his team mate’s 
off-the-ball play is-just plain BAD. 
One such offender has played for 
Australia, To go on with the game

chipped a ball over Cross’s head 
to Heys who raced into the box to 
cut a ‘hot-ball’ across the goalmouth

In the 
25th minute from a throw-in, the 
ball bounced up to hit Drinkwater 
on the top part of the arm but the 
‘penalty’ was not given. After half 
time, Olympic improved with many 
crosses coming from the flanks, 
with headers from Jennings and 
Laing.

He copped 
some very bad tackles not to men- 
tion 3 ‘roughies’ from Kenny Boden 
In the 7Oth minute a_cross-ball 
from Boden found Heys who vol- 
leyed a hard shot past the advanc- 
ing Peter Wilson, but our sweeper 
Kenny Wilson kicked the shot out 
from off the line.

Another ‘‘inswinger’’ from Curran 
was saved by Peter Wilson. Then 
Jennings took on Willis the full- 
back to the line and whipped in a 
cross from left flank into the box 
where Eaton got up to Head in Syd- 
ney Olympic’s goal. Olympic then 
chased hard for the “‘winner’’ but 
Newcastle held. of all the attacks.
